importance has come from Constantinople 
today. A dispatch to the Pall Mall Gaz- 
ette announces nothing less than an 
offensive and defensive alliance between 
Russia and Turkey. 


The basis of the new treaty is along the 


lines of the Unkiar Skelessi agreement) 
•nd France is in all paobabNity a member 
of the alliance. The Gazette's informa- 
tion Is believed to come from within the 
British embassy. 


The Unkiar Skelessi agreement dates 


back to 18S3 and amounts to a reduction 
of Turkey to the position of a vassal seat. 
In the event of Russia being at war, Tur- 
key agreed nnder this treaty to close the 
Dardanelles to the warships' of all nations. 
The western powers refused to recognize 
the treaty which was soon tacitly aban- 
doned. 


The Fall Mall Gazette guarantees the 


reliability of the sources of the informa- 
tion of its representative at Constanti- 
nople. 


Commenting on its dispatch from Con- 


stantinople announcing the signing of the 
treaty between Russia and Turkey for of- 
fensive and defensive purposes, the Pall 
Mall Gazette says: "We regard the news 
as true and the result of the treaty is that 
the Dardanelles are now the southern out- 
post of Russia, and Turkey is Russia's 
vassal. 


"The Information is plainly of the very 


gravest importance. This brings Russia 
into the Mediterranean with a vengeance 
and may necessitate the strengthening 
of our fleet in those waters. Politically 
the effect will be greater. The treaty 
means that Turkey has realized her own 
impotence against disorders both from 
within and without, and has decided to 
throw herself for safety Into the arms of 
Russia. 


"We presume the arrangement will give 


keenest satisfaction to the Anglo-Armen- 
ian section of our people. With them lies 
the chief blame for the complete aliena- 
tion of Turkey, though it must be owned 
it has been sedulously fostered by a long 
term of weak policy at Constant,nople." 


The foreign office officials profess to 


know nothing or the alleged offensive and 
defensive alliance between Russia and 
Turkey, and attach no importance what- 
ever to these statements published in the 
Pall Mall Garette. But this paper of high 
standing declares the truth of its news.

There was so 
much there could be little of any, and the 
arge amount made it impossible to pre- 
erve that continuity one likes to Bee in 
beatrical productions. The little amount 
jf many things perhaps repays for the 
absence of homogeneity in the whole. 


The story of the play can be shortly told, 
t is the same old story, the story of love, 
acrlflce and villainy. ' Anna Montrose, a 
banker's daughter, is loved by a true 
northern volunteer. She is also loved by

PLEADS GUILTY TO LIBEL. 


Unexpected Ending of the Sunday Demo- 


crat's Trouble with Lawyer Couch. 


The criminal libel suit brought against 


Editor William H. Chase of the Sunday 
Democrat on complaint of Lawyer Mark 
E, Couch, came to a sudden and unex- 
pected termination in the superior court 
at Pittsneld yesterday. 


Mr. Chase was chaiged in seven counts 


of libel, and yesterday he retracted his 
former plea of not guilty and pleaded 
guily. 


Mr, Chase today refused to talk about 


his case in any way for publication, sim- 
ply saying he had pleaded guilty and the 
papers in the case were filed away. 


The outcome of the matter which had 


excited the interest of this entire com- 
munity, is a surprise to all, inasmuch as 
it was supposed that Mr. Chase would 
contest the case to the very last legal end. 
No intimation of any other course had 
been given. What inside Influences and 
facts there may have been to determine 
this result the public is not apprised of. 
But one thing is certain: published 
charges of a general nature are very hard 
to prove before a jury, and specific charges 
without witnesses are no easier. 


Mr. Chase's pleading guilty is pleading 


guilty, that's all, and Mr. Couch will be 
considered vindicated before the law. 


A reporter saw Mr. Couch just after the 


retraction and asked what was his atti- 
tude in the case now. He replied, "I 
simply want the public to know that the 
charges printed were absolutely false and 
malicious. I have no desire to prosecute 
the, man. The case will probably be con- 
tinued on Mr. Chase's good behavior, 
though that, of course, will be entirely at 
the discretion of the court and district 
attorney." 


The charges made by the Democrat 


were that Mr. Conch, a member of the 
school committee, turned out teachers 
and did many other things to gratify 
spite and further his own personal ends, 
and that his official acts were in many 
cases based on private instead of public 
interest. 


BASEBALL SCHEME. 


There Is Talk or Forming a 


Massachusetts League. 


Western 


It may seem like rushing the season to 


begin the agitation of base ball matters, 
yet unless arrangements are begun early 
nothing ever comes of the efforts. Two 
young men, baseball enthusiasts from 
Northampton, were in this city Monday 
-and 
talked baseball matters over with 


several of our local baseball men. The 
idea advanced was that a league might be 
formed of teams In western Massachu- 
setts. 
Parties have been seen in a number of 


cities and the general impression gained 
was quite favorable to the project, which 
is yet in embryo. It was suggested that 
a league might be formed of baseball 
clubs from Chicopae, Holyoke, Northamp- 
ton, Westfield, Pittsfisld and North 
Adams. 
Tha idea is a feasible one and would 


meet with hearty support in this city 
should the scheme mature. There is one 
very essential requirement lacking in con- 
nection with sporting events in this city, 
and that is the want of suitable grounds 
where such may be held. 
The fair 


grounds are a good enough place to hold 
athletic aud sporting contests were it not 
for its location, surrounded as it is by ele- 
vations which permits of a sufficient num- 
ber of "dead heads"to materially affect the 
financial result of any venture, and which 
fault is a principal cause of the lack of 
such events being held in this city. It this 
defect could be remedied by providing a 
more suitable location, doubtless an im- 
petus thereby furnished would be the 
means of giving new life to field attrac- 
tions in this city, something which is 
surely lacking here. 


Local sporting enthusiasts have the base

LOANED STMTTON HIS FIRST MOW. 


Had He Invested Four Hundred Dollars 


He 
Might Have Been a Mllllonalro 


Many Times Over. His Friends' 


Advice 
Made 
Him 
Refute. 


They tell the story down in New Haven 


of how a former North Adams man missed 
becoming a multi-millionaire because he 
did not invest $100 at the proper time. 
For philosophical reasons it may be well 
to say at the outset that this unfortunate 
outcome was not due to the man's'own 
lack of judgment, but was entirely due'to 
the influence of well-meaning but short- 
sighted friends. There is consolation in 
knowing this much, because it shows that 
North Adams early training is not for 
nothing and beside it kind of proves that 
a man knows his own business best, an 
argument one always likes to make be- 
cause it gives room for the display of 
one's self-importance. 


This man who missed a fortune, but by- 


tbe-way is in the best of circumstances, is 
Herbert B. Ives of the flrm of H. B. Ives 
& Co., whose offices are on Grand avenue, 
New Haven. Mr. Ives is a brother of T. 
E. Ives of this city, and is well-known 
here. Only four weeks ago he made a very 
pleasant visit with friends here. Had he 
invested as he was requested to do he might 
have been today one of the rich mine 
owners of Cripple Creek, Col., and have 
had the fame and fortune of a Stratton. 
Mr. Ives first visit west was at the request 
of a banking company in Colorado Springs 
in which he had an interest. He went to 
see investments at Canon city. He tells 
this story in an interview: 


"Canon City was at that time a place of 


about 4,000 inhabitants. It is situated in 
the Arkansas river valley, close by tfae 
entrance to the famous Royal George, 
and is surrouded by a veritable garden of 
orchards and highly cultivated farms. 1 
was much more interested in the prosper- 
ity of this place than in the Cripple 
Creek mines, which at that time played 
little part in the financial operations of 
the state. 


We spent a delightful evening around 


the fire, listening to stories of pioneer life, 
mostly contributed by Thomas Wells, 
himself one of the earliest settlers and 
now one of the most prominent business 
men of the town. Mr. Wells had had a 
great deal of experience in Colorado gold 
mines, bat he hod little to say of Cripple 
Creek, in which I afterwards found his be- 
lief was not especially strong. He told us 
of the way in which he crossed the plains 
in 1860, when buffalo were so. numerous 
that it was necessary to halt tin train and 
arrange the wagons in the form ofa, corral 
in order to prevent the passengers from 
being stampeded. Mr. Wells hod also 
taken part in many an Indian fight and 
was one of the band that ran down the 
infamous Espanoras, called the Prince of 
Assassins, who was celebrated among 
other things for having killed twenty- 
three men. 


"The next day we drove around the 


country to examine the orchards, farms 
and vineyards. 
Mr. Wells was with us, 


and after we hod driven around a short 
time, we were met by his nephew, who 
had a piece of exciting news to tell. He 
informed his uncle that he had been 
prospecting for some time near Cripple 
Creek, and that he had discovered gold 
and located a claim. Mr. Wells treated 
the subject lightly, and informed his 
nephew that the 'old sheep pasture' was 
hardly the place to hunt for gold. But 
the bitter was not to be put down and re- 
plied to his uncle by producing from his 
pocket a specimen of his ore. It surely 
looked well, for we could see the gold 
with the naked eye. He went on and 
told us that he had bad it assayed in 
Pueblo and as a consequence had sold 
one-third of his mine for (400. It was his 
intention to sell another for the same 
amount and to keep a third interest for 
himself. Of course all this was very sug- 
gestive to my Yankee spirit, and I felt an 
inward prompting to take the one-third 
interest, still for sale. The young man 
agreed to dispose of it Tor me, but before 
closing the deal I daelred to talk over the 
matter with the rest of the party and get 
their advice, as my gold mining experi- 
ence was not very extended. Their ad- 
vice was not favorable, and I became the 
subject of many jesting remarks for the 
sudden fever that had taken possession of 
me. As » result, I decided not to invest. 
This 1 have since learned was one of the 
first locations on record at Cripple Creek. 


'This, however, was not precisely my 


first experience in that line, nor ray moat 
interesting. Some time previous I hod 
received a request from the company in 
which 1 was interested for a loan of 
$2000. The applicant was described as a 
carpenter residing In Colorado Springs. 
He was the owner of three small honses 
which be had built himself, and which he 
offered us security for the loan. An In- 
vestigation found him to be a man indus- 
trial and frugal habits, who was keenly 
interested in the Cripple Creek mining 
idea, in which he was also a firm believer. 
He desired the money in order to continue 
his work an a claim which he hod staked 
out, and in which he wan going to risk his 
all. In spite of this, the security was 
good, t. e man's character above re- 
proach, and I gladly gave the required 
loan, • which was sent in due time. The 
poor carpenter who borrowed that (2000 
train me then is at the present time one 
of the wealthiest men in the world. He 
was recently quoted as worth $26,000,000, 
all of which he bos made at Cripple 
Creek within three years. 
He is the 


owner of the Independence mine, said to 
be the richest in existence, and bis name 
is Winfield S. Stratton."

Nelson Dlngley of Maine In always ln> 


terMting, whether he be discussing the 
tariff situation of which be is an acknowl- 
edged master, or conducting some theo- 
logical session of Ms church, or yet dex- 
terosuly pulling wires from Maine to Cali- 
fornia, for somefsTorlte non of his own 
pine ireeetate who may be reaching oat 
for the presidency of the United States. 


This nursatile man from Maine, wbo is 


now the Republican leader in congress, is 
on record as to the efficacy of prohibition 
in Maine mud the general principles of 
prohibition of the liquor traffic. In • 
•peeob, which was delivered some few 
years ago, he set forth his views in this 
matter, and a synopsis of bis address lies 
on our desk, handed us by a warm friend 
of temperance in North Adams and a 
great admirer of both Nelson Dingley and 
Maine prohibition. 


The argument put forth bv Mr. Dingley 


for prohibition is as able, perhaps, as any 
argument for prohibition can be, and its 
dealing with the license idea makes it of 
particular interest in Massachusetts. We 
therefore take up in synopsis forno Mr. 
Dlngley's argument. 


1. The test of a prohibition law should 


not be the accomplishment of absolute 
prohibition, but rather the degree in 
which it mitigates the evil arrived at. A 
prohibitory law cannot be held accounta- 
ble for strictest observance any more than 
a law against theft, which is well known 
to be often broken. 


2. Provided prohibition doeucausesecret 


selling in secret groggeries, yet a law 
against bawdy and gambling houses makes 
them secret too, but no one denies that 
the Irtw against them is needed. Outlawed 
vice is not so dangerous as legalized vice- 


3. Prohibition does not Interfere with 


personal liberty save as the state deems a 
certain sale dangerous to the general com- 
munity. , 


4. Prohibition denounces the rum traffic 


entirely and discountenances it. License 
declares it to bo an evil, yet permits It to 
exist and so loses any moral educational 
influence. 


6. License recognizes the correctness oi 


tbe prohibition principle in its closing 
provisions for certain hours and days. 


6. The effect of prohibition on the rnm- 


aelle. and his business is shown by the 
liquor-men's opposition to it and tbeir 
preference for license. 


7. To test prohibition by IM actual re- 


mits in Maine: Every distillery and 
brewery in Maine has been closed for 
years; more than half of the towns of 
Maine ba«e not even a secret groggery, 
Md ii the whole state the nn tuber of out- 
lawed places is only as one to twelve of 
the saloons in the license and tax Htates, 
and the amount of money spent for liqnor 
*n Maine is only about one-third each in- 
dividual of what it Is on an average 
throughout the United States; tbe num- 
ber of arrests in Maine for drunkenness 
are oply.abont one-quarter of what they 
are In overstates; Maine's prison popu- 
lation is vastly less than that of other 
atates; and finally, tbe liquor evil can not 
•pread its temptations at all In sooisl 
gatherings and decent company. 


Such, In Mr. Dingley'* eyes, is tbe pro- 


hibition of Maine,—"a supplement to the 
other moral agencies." lie does not 
elalm that it prohibits entirely, but he 
doe* claim that it encourages morality 
•nd makes possible absolute temperance. 
Mr. Dingley unquestionably understand* 
the. eondltions in Maine, and we are 
forced to accept his opinion. 


MR. CRANE'S OPINION.

Winding Up of the Organiza- 


tion Looked For. 


Prwidtnl Lylord Resigns and Ex-President 


Stewart Takes His Place. 


CoNCOiro. N. H., Jam £3—The bank 


commissioners 
yesterday 
directed the 


Graqlte State Provident association of 
Manchester to discontinue taking new 
business. 
This action appears to lia\o 


been -based on the resignation of Jamrs O. 
Lyfon as president and General Frank 
8 Stru-tcr as director. These came as a 
surprise, as it was thought that the recent 
reorganization had put the company upon 
a business basis. When Mr. Lyford and 
the other new directors qualified, it was 
tho understanding that they were to have 
full charge of the management of tho 
association. When they found they could 
not In ing about desirable changes, them 
was n break up, Mr. Lyford "ml General 
Streetor retiring, and G. Pt>rciv»l Stewart, 
the former president, coming buck intu 
the board. 


From those shareholders who have al- 


ready paid In sums of money with tha 
definite idea of getting a certain amount 
within a few years, the treasurer will, In 
the future as in tho past, look each month 
for tho customary payments, but the 
names of no new subscribers will be ac- 
cepted. This action is announced as the 
result of a decision of the board of direc- 
tors, and is undoubtedly true. 


The decision was arrived at in Manches- 


ter yesterday afternoon, but it came only 
after the directors 'had been given to un- 
derstand, clearly and thoroughly, that If 
they did not suspend business themselves 
the bank commissioners would do it for 
them, and, of course, it was bettor for tha 
directors to do this. 


Tho situation really amounts to this: 


The death-knell of the much advertised 
association has been' sounded. A fatal 
blow has not ret been delivered, but thu 
state of New Hampshire has at lost 
adopted measures that will prevent tho 
organization from conducting any exten- 
sive business in the future. It has arrived 
at the same conclusions that Massachu- 
setts did in 1891, and that Maine did last 
fall. 


While the savings bank commissioners 


have had nothing to aay up to the present, 
and while it cannot publicly be stated thai 
they have gone further than to examine 
the association very closely for the past 
six ninths, the whole situation of affairs 
shows that it has been decided to have 
the Granite State Provident association 
stop its present method of doing business. 
That will settle the organization, in all 
probability. 


Its directors declared that they could 


not do business as Massachusetts officials 
wanted it to, and by refusing to conduct 
attain In the state of Maine by a notice 
sent only last week It virtually reiterated 
that decision. 


The state of Sew Hampshire deslrea 


nothing more than did Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island, and, therefore, DO one ex- 
pects that the life of the concern will ba 
continued much longer. 


Btuineis Widely Sprmd. 


Tho Granite State Provident association 


has not confined its business to New Eng- 
land by any means. It has one of the 
largest lists of Investors in the state of 
New York ot any building and loan asso- 
ciation, and has also been very prominent 
in Ohio. 


Within the past four years it has also 


paid great attention to western states, 
and, as a result, thus built up a business 
extending practically over the country. It 
paid tq its agents very large commissions, 
larger, it* said, than any other similar 
association, and not unnaturally this was 
conducive to large sales of stock. 


The hope ot the association In doing 


business has been in getting huge percent- 
ages from borrowers who were necessarily 
contributors. Large premiums were paid, 
and heavy rates of Interest were de- 
manded. 
Probably borrowers from tho 


funds of the organization averaged nearly 
9 per cent per annum. 


Such rates, of course, were profitable, 


but to got them the association has fre- 
quently been obliged to assume risks on 
property that savings banks would de- 
cline, and a settlement before proper re- 
turns were made on such risks would cer- 
tainly result in great loss. 


The greatest source ot trouble, however, 


has been In the fact that then have been, 
for many months, more investors than 
borrowers, and the organization has, there- 
fore, been nnable to get the big rates of 
interest desired. There have been mom 
persons who have used the coffers of the 
organization as a savings bank than those 
who have wished to possess their own 
homos on easy payments. 


That put the organization to the neces- 


sity of taking greater risks on investments 
than even those on small real estate loans 
would be, or compelled It to draw small 
rates on legitimate and solid investments. 
Still, even under these conditions, the 
concern would probably be a paying one 
today, if It wen not for the fact of ex- 
tremely heavy expenses. 


On Beacon Hilt. 


BOSTON, Jan. IB.—The principal feature 


on the doings at the state house was the 
hearing upon the pending biennial elec- 
tions amendment of the constitution. The 
matter was acted upon favorably by tho

by the show ot force in the square, the 
maxim guns being conveniently posted 
and every yard being utilized by the Brit- 
ish and their native allies. Finally, tha 
king, through an interpreter, replied that 
be was ready to submit to the British, 
took off his crown and sandals and ad- 
vanced to the seats formed by biscuit 
boxes, upon which Sir Francis Scott and 
the governor were seated, surrounded by 
their staffs. His majesty then placed his 
head between the feet ot Sir Francis Scott 
and those of the .British governor, clasp- 
ing them with his hands and actually 
grovelling in the dust as a mark of his 
complete submission to the power of the 
Queen of Dngland. 


This display of helplessness upon the 


part of King Prempeh greatly impressed 
tha Ashantoes present. They were greatly 
agitated and talked excitedly together, 
but they mode no attempt at resistance, a 
step which would have been useless in the 
face of the almost}, entire British expedi- 
tion and the deadly-rapid-fire gnua already 
referred to. t 
, 


The governor finally mode the king 


arise, and recalled to his majesty's mind 
that he had been requested to immediately 
pay 60,000 ounces of gold to the represen- 
tatives of Great Britain. In reply, his 
majesty, who was greatly agitated, said 
he only possessed 880 ounces of gold and 
that he had no means of collecting tha 
50,000 demanded bj the British. To this 
the governor replied that such a state- 
ment was merely, child's play, and that 
the demands ot the British must be com- 
plied with, as the king's ability to pay tho 
amount was too well known to admit ot 
no discussion. 


King Prempeh then asked for time, but 


the governor answered that upon a pre- 
vious occasion the Ashantoes had failed to 
keep their promises made to the British, 
and that the latter had no intention of 
giving them the opportunity of doing the 
same thing again. The governor then 
abruptly announced that King Prempeh, 
the queen's mother, the king's father and 
other chiefs of importance present would 
be taken prisoners, under escort, to Oupe 
Coast Castle. 


Feared • Yoll»y. 


The governor's words fell like a thunder 


bolt upon the assemblage of Ashantee 
natives, and there was an impetuous 
movement forward which boded trouble, 
but the troops, which had been at ground 
arms, were promptly ordered to "carry 
arms," and the machine-like precision 
with which the Martini-Henry carbines 
were lifted from the ground to the carry 
struck dismay into the Ashantees, and 
probably averted serious trouble, for they 
fell back as if fearing a volley from the 
troops. 


One ot the chiefs, however, rose from 


his seat near King Prempeh and uttered 
some shrill words in a loud tone o( voice. 
These were interpreted as saying that the 
Ashantees complained that tha replies 
which their ambassadors bad brought 
back from Great Britain had misled them, 
and that the Ashantees, therefore, were 
not to blame. 


The governor, In reply, said that their 


ansaha (ambassadors) would be made 
prisoners and taken to Capo Coast Castle, 
where they would be charged with forgery 
In having put their names, apparently, to 
documents of a misleading nature. It is 
also claimed that these ambassadors were 
not really the chief* they represented 
themselves to be, but men of a much 
lower rank. 


A strong guard of British troops then 


moved forward and surrounded the king, 
the queen's mother, the king's father, the 
prominent chiefs and the ambassadors 
without any trouble, so suddenly was the 
movement mode and so effectively was it 
carried out. The prisoners were quickly 
removed to a large house, which was sur- 
rounded by the guard, and then tho 
Ashantces were quietly dispersed by the 
troops. 


The whole affair was splendidly ar- 


ranged and admirably executed. In fact, 
from first to last, from the moment the 
expedition was first organized until it 
reached Coomossle, there has not been a 
•ingle hitch in the arrangements, and it 
has not been necessary to fire a shot. 
Every provision which It was possible to 
make for the nealtn, provisioning ana ac- 
commodation of the troops was made with 
the most perfect system. Thus the fa- 
vored ones when they reached each point 
of their journey found shade and comfort, 
food, and even Bass' ale and brandy and 
loda for those who needed stimulants. 


The troops have suffered very little from 


sickness, considering the unhealthy cli- 
mate, and, strange to say, It was the men 
ot the well-masoned East India regiment 
and those of the British regiment stopped 
at Gibraltar on; Us way hpme from India, 
after many years In that country, and 
sent to Cape Coast Castle to take part in 
this expedition, who. suffered the most 
' r 


from sicklies? and who also proved less 
nble to sustain fatigue on the march In 
the hot weather prevailing in Ashantee. 


Finally,'it may bo said that the submis- 


sion und capture of King Prempeh will 
insure British supremacy iu that part of 
Africa for many years to come. His ma- 
jesty, his relatives and the chiefs captured 
will bo kept <vt Capo Coast Castle until the 
60,000 ounces of gold demanded by tho 
Uritish government are forthcoming and 
until nil the other questions connected 
with the expedition and its objects have 
been arranged 
The Ashantee ambassa- 


dors licensed of luyrmg misled their people 
will he trioil, and, it fun nil guilty, severely 
punished. 


Near Cooniassie, the British discovered 


and burned tho notorious sacrificing 
grove, full of the skulls and bones of the 
victims of King Prcmpeh, which has been 
fully described in various manners for 
yeaispnst. The malting of human sacri- 
fices was one o£ the leading complaints 
which the British had against King Prem- 
peh and his predecessors, and this practice 
has now been put n stop to. 


BOWLER'S CASE 


Receiving Attention From Senators and Repre- 


sentatives at Washington, 


WASHISGIOK-, Jan. 23 —The president 


yesterday sunt to the senate letters of Sec- 
retary Carlisle tiansmlteine such informa- 
tion as the secretary possessed relative to 
the refusal of an executive officer of the 
department to pay the sugar bounty ap- 
propriated for during the last congress. 
He says that these letters contain all that 
he knows about the matter.

a law.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—The entire ses- 


sion of the house yesterday was devoted 
to the consideration of minor matters and 
legislation by unanimous consent. The 
major portion ot the day was C3nsnmed 
in the discussion of the senate resolution 
appropriating (25,000 for architectural aid 
in the preparation of plans for the Chicago 
public building. It was finally passed. 
The senate session was marked by not- 
able speeches and notable debates. Late in 
the afternoon a cDntroversy occurred be- 
tween Messrs. Sherman, Teller, Gorman 
and others which led to a spirited financial 
debate. Mr. Sherman spoke at length and 
with great earnestness, deprecating tho 
thrusting of an "old, worn-out issue"—the 
silver question—into the senate at a time 
when practical legislation was imper- 
ative. Messrs. Teller and Gorman an- 
swered Mr. Sherman from their respective 
standpoints, while Messrs. Aldrich, Lind- 
say, Gray and others took part in the ex- 
citing debate. Speaker Reed came over 
from the house and was an attentive lis- 
tener.

DIED OF FEVER. 


Ashantea Jungles Brought Death to Prince 


Henry ol Battenberg. 


LONDON, J.m 23 — Prince Henry of Bat- 


tenberg, who was taken sick while ac- 
companying the British expedition against 
tho Ashantees, Is dead. 


Henry Maurice, Prince of Battenberg, 


was the son ot Prinua Alexander of Bat- 
tenberg (Hesse) and the Countess von 
Lauck, daughter of a former Polish min- 
ister of war, who was raised to the rank of 
princess on her morganatic marriage 
with 
the ruler of Hesse, was born 


Oct. 6, 1858. On July 88, 1885, he married 
Princess Beatrice Mary Victoria Feodora, 
the ninth and youngest child of Queen 
Victoria, born April 11. Iho". Tho prince 
leaves two sons and one daughter. 


Prince Henry was a man of very fine 


presence, but as he was not of uutliluted 
royal blood, the English people looked 
upon his union with a daughter of the 
queen as a social descent. The queen's in- 
judicial kindness In lavishing on him 
offices, 
mostly sinecures, provoked the 


discontent of the army and aristocracy. 


Prince Henry had seen little real service, 


and had he been thrown on his own re- 
sources he might have made his mark as 
a soldier. His life must have been In 
some respects sad, for he was not only un- 
popular, but was disliked by most of the 
royal family. The Emperor of Germany 
was especially bitter in his comments on 
the Batteubergs, anil regarded their re- 
lationship as almost degrading.
